Since 1870, some of the South* 
era States have “sponged out” their debts, 
or rather by repudiation have decreased 
them. By this process, Louisiana, has 
been enabled to reduce its debt from 25 
millions in 1870, to ll millions in 1879. 
Other Southern States h w e followed the 
example of Louisiana, or more properly 
speaking, have adopted the Mississippi 
plan, which was the first State ta endorse 
and practice repudiation. Since Missis* 
Sippi inaugurated the repudiation system, 
in 1840, the aggregate debts repudiated by 
those States amounts to the enormous sum 
ot 272 millions of dollars! So it seems that 
repudiation, as well as frauds, murders 
and mid-night assassinations, is a part of 
the Southern creed.

Finding Drowned People. 
Pall Mall Gazette. 
An old Folk-Lorist writes: The remark­ 
able incident of the discovery of the body 
of a child drowned in the River Rennet, at 
Newberry, in 1867, by means of atwo 
penney loaf with a quantity of quicksilver 
; put into it, was quoted by one of your 
contemporaries some twenty years ago; 
and then elicited many curious proofs ot 
the existence of simlliar practices with 
analogous successful results, and with— 
what is net always the Cise—satisfactory 
explanation of the phenomenon. Sir James 
Alexander, in his account of Canada, after 
stating that the Indians believed that a 
drowned body anay be discovered by float­ 
ing a piece ot cedar wood, which will slop 
and turn around over che exact spot, men­ 
tions an instance which occurred within 
his own knowledge where the body of a 
peison who was drowned by the overset­ 
ting of his boat, near Cedar island, could 
not be discovered until this experiment 
was resorted to. 
But something more remarkable was 
stated by an eminent clergyman, happily 
still living, who mentioned that many 
years before, a boy who had lately come to 
Eton imprudently bathed in the Thames 
where it flows with great rapidity under 
the “playing fields,” and was carried out 
of his depth and drowned. All efforts to 
recover the body tailed till one of the 
masters threw a cricket bat into the stream 
which floated to a spot where it turned 
around in an eddy hole, under which the 
boy was found. There were I think, other 
instances, but these elicited irom some 
intelligent correspondent the simple ex­ 
planation of the phenomenon. 
These are in in all running streams deep 
pools, lormed by eddies, in which drowned 
bodies are likely to be caught and retained. 
Aoy light eubrance thrown into the stream 
would naturally be drawn to the surface 
of the river over the center of the eddy- 
hole.

New York, March 23— Abel Rathbone 
Corbin, brother-in-law of General U. S. 
Grant, and a well known lawyer, teacher, 
journalist, and politician, died to day at 
his heme in Jersey City. 
He was born at 
Exeter, N Y, in 1808. In 1836 he went to 
Bt. Louis to practice law. 
Opportunity 
offered, 
however, (for 
opening ,a High 
school, 
and 
Mr 
Corbin 
con­ 
tinued teach. Among his pupils were Miss 
Julia Dent, now Mrs General Grant, and 
her brothers. During his lite as student and 
teacher he was a frequent contributor of 
newspapers, and would sometimes carry 
on an apparently heated political discus­ 
sion in the papers. His contributions to 
the press of Bt. Louis attracted so much 
attention 
that 
the leading Democrats 
offered him the State printing if h e would 
start a Democratic paper at Jefferson City, 
Mr Corbin accepted, and, with Gen Bar. 
ney, formed at Bt Louis the 
Missouri 
Argus, which still survives as the St 
Louis Globe Democrat. He was a frequent 
visitor to Springfield, Illinois, where he 
became acquainted 
with Lincoln and 
Dong las. He was the first Secretary of the 
Magnetic Telegraph Company. 
When 
the Civil War broke out be was an un­ 
compromising opponent ot secession, and 
at the personal request of Mr. Lincoln 
exerted himself to keep Missouri in the 
Union. Mr. Corbin was twice married. 
His second wife, who survives bim, was 
Virginia Grant, sister ut the ex-President. 
He leaves no children.

That this 
won Id lh ave resulted in marriage if the 
lady’s affections had not been preoccupied, 
the Fosters believed. Irving’s biographer 
thinks otherwise, and gives reasons for be­ 
lieving that he could not at that time have 
entertained a project of matrimony. It is 
not for us to question his judgment, with 
his full knowledge of the circumstances ; 
yet it is evident that Irving was very seri- 
ously impressed and very much unsettled 
until he drove away the impression by 
hard work with his pen, and it would be 
nothing new ie human nature and experi­ 
ence if he had, for the time, yielded to the 
attractions of loveliness and a most con­ 
genial companionship, and had returned 
again to an exclusive devotion to the im* 
age of the early loved and lost.

AT ANDERSONVILLE. 


B y th e G r a v e s o f 13,7 2 5 U n io n H e ­ 
r o e s. 
A correspondent of the Boston Herald 
who recently visited the site of the prison 
at Andersonville writes as follows: 
“An­ 
derson is the name of a station on the 
Southerwestern 
Railroad, 
about sixty 
miles, or two hours ride, from Macon, it 
is nothing but a railroad station, and the 
only other thing beside the railroad which 
characterizes the the spot is the immense 
Union Cemetery of some twenty acres, 
over which fl >ats the star-spangled ban­ 
ner. The cemetery Is constructed on the 
spot where the prisoners were buried, and 
the trenches were dug with such precision 
and regularity that the soldiers were not 
generally disturbed, but allowed to remain 
as their companions interred them, work­ 
ing under the watchful eyes aud the fixed 
bayonets of the Georgia home guard. The 
cemetery is surrounded by a stout brick 
wall, with an iron gate, and is under the 
supervision of a superintendent, who lives 
on the grounds. Ii Is a plain spot. There 
U not much attempt made to ornament 
this city of our martyred dead. 
It would 
take a great deal of even such influences 
as plants and flowers possess to dispel the 
melancholy memories that haunt this hill 
in the pine woods of South Georgia. 
“Southerners shun the spot, bat the 
cemetery is much visited by Northern 
travelers, and the register in toe Superin­ 
tendent's lodge coo tai us many strange 
inscriptions beside the nances of the visi­ 
tors 
One lady asks forgiveness of God for 
the murder of her brother, who sleeps in 
the cemetery. Sentiments of passionate 
denunciation are more frequent. Occa­ 
sionally a man who was In the stockade 
turns up among the visitors. These men, 
whatever their natural temper, the super­ 
intendent says, eau almost be distinguished 
by the effects of fear, dread, and vivid 
recollection, which comes back like a shock 
into their laces, as they ag&m stand on the 
now quiet and sunlit scene of their war 
experiences. 
“In the cemetery the ground is of a gen­ 
eral level, and the graves of the known and 
unknown, properly separated, range in 
rows, closely laid, as far as the eye can 
reach. There are actually buried on this 
elevation 13,715 men. The soldier whose 
identity was preserved by his comrades is 
marked in his resting place by a white 
marble 
stone, rising eighteen 
inches 
above the level of the grouud. A square 
marble frock with the word ‘Unknown’ on 
is repeated about one thousand times in 


1 be cemetery. 
There was no necessity for 
the contracter to swell his bill with mule 
bones and millions of b aes; bones ready at 
hand whe 1 he frgan his work to occupy 
him till long aller he was wearied of it, ami 
onged to see it done. The bodies of 14 - 
OOO men, woo perished, not where death 
was neck aul nek with lite—on the battle 
field—but in (he compilative security of 
prison walls 
•Pan or the stockade is still standing.

The outer row has fallen dovr, 
save for a few pasts here and there,but a 
Urge part of the inner wall still stands.

“He’* io tte dumps because his locomo­ 
tive has been •cfi* tor three or four days,” 
said a rallrsfi man at the Union depot the 
other day as he pointed to an engineer 
a ho looked as sour as any dyspeptic.

A month ago 
I La I’i the least bit of trouble in making 
time, no matter how the track was or the 
weight of the train 
She was readily at 
Auik, held her steam beautifully, and (he 
seemed to understand tvcry word I said 
To day bDe is down ta the round house 
;iowliog and sputtering and acting as ll 
sue warned to pick up a fuss with a gravel 
pit.” 
“Anything out of gear ?” 
“N ota thing. She’s been looked over 
twice, and we can’t find the least excuse 
tor her conduct. She’ll get oyer it in a 
Jay or two, perhaps. 
It she don’t we’il 
pun Uh her.” 
“How I” 
“Put her before a freight or stock train, 
i’ve seen it tried a dozen times, and it most 
always works well. JLleie she is now, 
bright as a new dollar and handsome as a 
picture, ani I’ll bet fifty dollars that there 
isn’t the least thing out of order. Sbe’s 
imply sulking, the same as a child or a 
woman, and I know what started It. Three 
weeks ago, while on my mn with the night 
express she just wanted to light out tor 
what she was worth. She took the bit like 
i running horse, and if it hadn't choked 
her off she’d have beat schedule time by 
twenty minutes. 
She acted road right 
iway. and in running twenty miles she 
gave me more trouble than I bad ever had 
with mr in a run ot 300. She lost steam, 
ried to foam over, choked her pumps, and 
when I wanted more steam she’d slide on 
her drivers. She went right back on me

We engineers do not 
look upon them as machines but utmost as 
companions, aud I’ve known drivers to 
talk to them by the hour. I ieel awfully 
down in the mouth about my pet.”

“I've seen engineers on the Erie and 
oiher roads take a sulking locomotive out

The C oroner's'J ary Learn F arth er 
Particulars concerning th e H orrible 
D eath o f Syverson. 
lo Saturday’* Gazette was given an ac­ 
count of the sudden aod horrible death of 
Peter Ole Sy verson, who was run over by 
a train between Hanover and Orford, last 
Friday evening. 
C. F Dickey, Esq., was notified Satur­ 
day morning, who summoned a jury, con­ 
sisting of T. M. Purdy, Wm. F. Clark, 
David Harris, Ole O. Holeeu, S. Dayton, 
and G. Clemetson, and an inquest was 
held which elicited substantially the fol­ 
lowing facts: 
The decased came from Norway about 
two years ago, and was about ”3 years of 
age. Friday morning Sy verson aud a boy 
by the name of Lewis Anderson went to 
Janesville on the morning train, where 
Sy verson bought three pints of alcohol in a 
jug. and at the same time procured a pint 
bottle of alcohol and water. 
They drank 
some in Janesville, and returned on the 
noon freight. Leaving the train at Han­ 
over, Sy verson having the bottle and An­ 
derson the jug, they walked up the track 
to a point near where the body was after­ 
wards found, then left the track and went 
south about half a mile to the house of 
Even Matin asem 
During the afternoon 
some five or six boys at this house and an­ 
other near bv Rare together,and drank from 
the bottle, but Anderson avers that none of 
the alcohol in the jug was used. Late in the 
afternoon Syveraoo was missed, no one 
seeming to know where he had gone or 
when he left. 
Soon after 8 o’clock the 
train having gone west a young lad—Ole 
Anderson, and his mother started from 
Mathiassin’s to go home, they living north 
of the railroad and farther west. Coming 
upon the track and walking west a few 
rods they found Syvenon’e hat and one 
rubber shoe. Being confused aod fright­ 
ened, they picked these up aud went back 
and gave the alarm. Five of the boys then 
went over to the track and found the body. 
Lighting some matches they recognized 
the body, but it was so badly cut to pieces 
and scattered about they did not disturb 
it They went back to the house and 
after a while came up to Orford and told 
Mr. H. A. Skavlem the circumstances. At 
daylight bkavlem got the section men and 
hand car, went down and gathering up 
the body brought it up to the depot. The 
principal part of the body lay close to and 
at about right angles with the south rail, 
the head to the south with one foot over 
the rail. One piece of the body was found 
about fifty feet west of the main part of 
the body. On the track east of the body 
and scattered along for two or three rods 
were 
found 
a 
small 
memorandum 
book, 
a 
pocket 
knife, 
one 
boot, 
one 
rubber 
shoe 
and 
the broken pieces of a bottle. A watch 
with the crystal broken and the hands 
doubled up was taken from the vest pock­ 
et. Only broken fragments of the watch 
chain were found. On further examina­ 
tion oi the pockets at the depot a clasp 
purse containing fifteen cents, a pair of 
light gloves, a quantity of tobacco, a neck 
ot a bottle with a cork In it, were found. 
A post mortem examination of the body 
was made by Dr. D. P. Lacy assisted by 
Dr. Ward Lacy. The condition of the 
body was simply horrible. The face, 
breast and shoulders were nearly intact 
The back and aides of the head were badly 
cut and bruised, but not crushed. The 
neck and bones of the right arm were 
broken. The left arm and all below the 
breast bone, including almost the entire 
spinal column with the clothing, was 
ground up into an undistinguishable mass. 
No suspicions of foul play or blame upon 
the railroad 
employes is entertained by 
any one. Tho cenerally accepted theory 
is that he attempted to Jump upon the train 
in a mere or less intoxicated condition, as 
he had been known to do before. No one 
upon the train had any intimation of the 
accident The engine carried a head light 
and pilot. The heavy rain during the 
night obliterated nearly all traces, but 
particles of flesh aod skin could be traced 
upon the rail for about thirty-five feet. 
The verdict of the jury in legal form 
was—“That the deceased came to his death 
upon the track of the Chicago. Milwaukee, 
& St. Paul Railroad Company, in the town 
ot Plymouth about two and one-halt miles 
east of Orford, on toe evening ot March 
20lh, 1880, at abont 7 :30 o’clock by being 
run over aod crushed by the passenger 
train going west known as No. 17, but 
in what way or manner is to us un­ 
known.” 
The deceased has a youog sister living 
with Christopher Lever, who sent a ticket 
to bring her from Norway a few month* 
ago. The sister being penniless and no 
ooe willing to assume burial expenses, the 
Justice in charge of the inquest ordered a 
coffin by telegraph, which was brought 
from Brodhead by the noon train, and 
towards evening the remains were interred 
in the Norwegian cemetery at Orford, Rev 
C E Magelson rendering brief services, and 
a large number of the Norwegian people 
of the vicinity attending the burial. 


H ow th e Churches e f th e C ity C ele­ 
brated th e D ay by H aste and F low ­ 
ers. 
Easter was appropriately observed in 
this city yesterday. The morning opened 
brightly, and nature had a broad smile for 
SIL Everybody, everything, seemed hap­ 
py. The churches were the chief centres 
of attraction, and thither wended the 
crowds of gally dressed men, women and 
children, and seldom have the pews in all 
places of worship been so filled with attend­ 
ants. The floral decorations were not so 
elaborate and not so general as last year. 
Some of the churches which one year ago 
were made into charming bowers, were 
yesterday as bare of floral beauties as 
though there was no great event to be 
commemorated. In the Congregational, 
Baptist and Court Street churches there 
were only the usual pulpit bouquets. The

Here there was a prolusion of living green 
and bright blossoms. Above the superal­ 
tar, and partially covering the window, was 
the crimson curtain bearing in white 
letters “The Lord is Risen.” On each side 
of the altar stood a wire stand covered 
with potted plants, some of them in 
bloom, and making two rich mounds of 
beauty. The font was almost hidden by 
twining Tines, and plants, and above it 
rose a large pyramid of flowers, while upon 
either side stood smaller ones. There was 
also a cross of cut flowers, and from the 
gas brackets were banging baskets. The 
gas posta in the church were all wreathed 
in green, and around the organ was a 
profusion of plants, and bouquets graced 
every available nook. The effect of all 
this elaborate decoration was strikingly 
beautiful, aud it seemed as if one would 
never get tired of looking and admiring.
